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Fremont, O., Jan. 18.— Ex-President 
iBntherford B. Hayes died at 11 o'clock 
la£t night. Early in the evening an 
inqniry elicited the reaponte that the 
general had paaaed a *fdrlj weQ daj 
Bad WM Toitiiig nioeljia th* •vwdaf. 
The change from better to worse was 
rapid, and at 11 o'rlock the distin- 
p^oiahed ex-president passed away. 

The lint iatelllgenoe of thiawaare- 
joeiTed whan Webb 0. Hayeicame down 
town and quietly annonaced that his 
{father had jnst died. 

Ex-President Hayee was broofht here 
lift Sfttuiaj. raftering from aa attnok 
of rheamatiam of the heart with which 
be had been stricken at develand. It 
waa the aeoond attack of the kind he 
piad leoeiTed irltiiia two weeks aad, al- 
thongh his condition wixs rpgnrdod as 
somewhat serious and excited alarm of 
his family, the encouragement given 
fhem bj Dr. HUbest, the faadly physi- 
cian, 1(h1 them to beUeya that the pa- 
tient would soon recover. 

For this reason all knowledge of the 
•x-presidentfB illness was kept from the 
public, and the fact that he w.is suffer- 
ing from heart trouble did not become 
known nntll Monday aiftemoon. While 
Dr. Hilbest remained almost constantly 
at the distini^Lshed patient's bedaide, 
Boalanning symptoms appeared vntil 
yesterday evening, when he became 
rapidly worse, and died at 11 o'clock. 

Ex-President Hayes left home last 
Monday on a trip to CUnmbns, Buffalo 
and Cleveland. At the last, named 
place he spent a few days with his son, 
Webb C. Hiiycs. 

Diriug the month the ex-president 
had omplained of one or two slight at- 
tacks of neuralgia of the heart, but aa 
it soon passed away, he thought noth- 
iag of it. On Saturday he experienced 
a severe recurrence of the malady, but 
being prepared for his return home, 
proceeded on his joomajr* a^ooapaaied 
by his son Webb. 

Blagrsphr of His Ufa. 

After his retirement from the White 
House March 4, 1881, ex-President Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes was heard of but seldom. 
OccaaiouAlly he attended a Grand Army 
reunion, apd he was a promiuent figure at 
tlie Cplnmbi.m celebration and banquet in. 
New York i-it.y (Jet. 13-14, 1892. Ho was 
always present at the annual nieetiugs of 
the board of trustee.^ of tlie Peabody fund, 
of which all tsx-pretiideuta are members, 
^ut heyoad these modest fimotions Mr. 
Hayes remained in absolute retirement at 
hia home in Fremont, O., up to the time of 
hit death. Mr. Hayes' career fumiabea one 
«f the most interesting chapters in the po- 
Uttcal history of the [United States. 




BUTHKBrOBO B. HATBL 
He was bora in Delaware, O., Oct. w, 
lan, his fatberhaving died the preceding 
July. He was gradoated with honor from 
ksoyon college, Ohio, in August, 1848, at- 
tended Harvard law school for a little over 
a year, and was admitted to the bar in 
IMS. a^lkgm\m, 1848, hie health being 
aoiaeiMPHpred, he went to Texas for 
the wlnt«r, mi after a period of unsettle* 
neat located tn Claeinnati the next winter, 



tn civil case.s his practice was not very 
large, but he won counidorable reputatfou 
as a prosecutor ia criminal caseH and 
gained the friendship of such men as 
Salmon P. Chase, Thomas Swing, Thomas 
Corwln, Monoure D. 9oa|ra|> aiSl Statdsg 
Matthews. 

And here is found the first evidences of 
the greatest pec\iliarity of the man. Dur- 
ing all the years he was in Cinciimat.i no 
one seems to huve taken a deep interest in 
him, and when lie hecaiue a subject of na- 
tional inquiry f'iucinuuti could furnish no 
reminiscences of him. The Keneral rxpres- 
sionoftUeold citizen was, "Ves, he was 
city 80liclt4^, and I knew him, but that's 
all." lie wn.H quiet, studioiin and rather 
reticent. He did not, s.nys one who knew 
him, "talk about a matter and arrive at 
conclusions. When the conapaiiy had talked 
for an hour he would suddeuly breakout 
with a statement , and that was his final 
^dgment on the matter. If we had been 
asked to pick the future president out of 
all the young pre f es e lenals of Cinciaaatl, 
net one of ua would have named Mr. 
Hayes." 

It may tAtfi be added that of all the 
stories told about the boyhood of great 
men and the predictions as to their future 
not one is told of the boy Hayes. He grew 
like a hardy l^ple of the far north, a geni- 
tan or a mSMt» ripening with extreme de 
liberation. 




LUCY WKBB HATB8. 

On Dec. 80, 1853, he married Miss Lucy 
Ware Webb, daughter of Dr. .James Webb, 
a physician of high social standing in Chit- 
Ucothe. Of t hew eight children four sons 
and one daughter reached maturity. Mrs. 
Hayes was noted for her devotion to sick 
and wounded soldiers during the war, and 
to tempsraaoe and public charities in 
peace. Her refusal to have wine served in 
the White House during her sway there 
gave her a world wide fame, and for that 
action she received many testimonials of 
eeteem both in Europe and America. 

Under the first call for troops by Presi- 
dent Lincoln the literary club of which 
Mr. Hayes was a member organized a 
company, and he was elected captain, and 
on the 7th of June following tLio uoverncjr 
of Ohio conimissioued him major of the 
Twenty-third reginkent Ohio Infantrj, 



It.is both amusing and instructive to go 
over the roll of this regiment anil note 
how many future great .men were con- 
cealed in it under such modest title.s as 
Colonels \V. 8. Koseciaiis and .Tanie't .M. 
Comlay, Lieuteualit Colonel Stanley .M.^t- 
thevvH, Lieutenant William McKiiiley. .Jr., 
and others. Here, too, we find eviileiice 
that though .Major Hayes hud been reti- 
cent in conversat inn \:v liail acquired quite 
a reputation as a speaker, for it was 
largely on account of his ability as au or- 
ator in rousing popular patriotism that he 
receivi'd bis commission. 

At this late day, too, one can afford to 
smile at the wild couf usion of the tlmee— 
recruits pouring into Columbus ten times 
as fast aa tents could be provided, the raw 
adjutant general "flying tibout like a sud- 
denly beheaded hen," and everybody blam- 
ing Gtovetnor Dennl.son, who frankly con- 
fessed that he "did not know a field ofBeer 
from a grand marshal," and handed over 
all his military power to the suddeidy cre- 
ated major general, George B. McClellait. 
SufBcs it that Major Hayes' regiment got 
into West Virginia in July and did splau- 
did service there. 

He was judge advocate tir a short time, 
was commissioned lieutenant colonel Oct. 
84, 1801. and greatly distinguished himself 
at the battle of South 'Koontaln. Odk. u, 
1888, whste he was severely wounded. Soon 
after he became a ooleaalef the regiment, 
aad as such particularly distinguished 
himself in many taoveoMnts and battles. 
He led a deepente charge on Cloyd moun- 
taea, and at the flrst battle of Winchester 
won the applaaae of the whole army. But 
It was at the seoood battle of Winohseter, 
Sept. 19, 1884, that he won Immartal hon- 
ors. 

There he led an assault anroes a morass, 
and Ids horse having mired he charged ou 

foot, and though but forty or fifty man fol- 
lowed so dose as to keep up with him this 
squad captured a battery whfoh had been 
deemed pwfeotly secure. Again at Fish- 
er's Hill and Os^ar Q ys k he performed 
prodigies of valosi SBy e—Mlssion as 
brigadier general sboa' S W NeC and on 
March 18, 180S, he was' iMMM brevet 
brigadier general "for gallant and die- 
tinguishsd servicee." In the meantime he 
had been elected to nnnflfSSS ttom a Cla- 
einnati district. 

It was on this occasion that he made hia 
famous retort. A friend having written 
to him to come home in the fall of 1864 and 
canvass the district, ho answered with a 
rather sharp reproof, ending with this sen- 
tence: "An ofIic<^r tit for duty who, at 
this crisis would abandon his post to 
electioneer for a scat in congress ought to 
be scalped." He was «velected in 1S<J6, 
but hia two terms in congress were un- 
eventful. He voted with his party thruugli- 
out, except on noma minor resolutions on 
finance. In view of his subsequent prom- 
Inenoe as a "prompt rssumptionist," it is 
rathe raiflgular that these vote* 4adioi.ted

majority, and had in 1873 retired from pub- 
lic life and settled at Fremont, O. 

Soon after he came into posse.ssion of the 
large estate of his uncle, Silas BircharS 
which further confirmed him in hia reMilu 
tion to lead a private life, and he only 
yielded in 187.5 to the moet eamsst solicit a 
tion of the Republioana 

Of his presidential campaign In 1878 little 
need be said. His usual 'iuek of getting 
there by v^ery nsnow margins" toilowed 
him. 

In flnaaeial aflaiis his administration 
was an unqualiflsd soeeess. It was hifl 
good fortune to beeeme president Just at 
the time when the panic and depression 
were giving way to "better ttmee." Seven 
years of unexampled deflott in the crops of 
western Kurope and equally unexampled 
good crops in the United States made the 
resumption of specie payments poesible 
The experts of grain in one year of hie ad 
miidstration exceeded the ten year average 
befeie the war, aaAeM year's imports of 
gold were greater tiMMI all previouit gold 
imports since the adaalplitMtleB of James 
K. Polk. 

The exports of wheat alone far the ten 
years terminating with June, 1881 (only 
four months after President Hayes re 
tired), exceeded all* preceding wheat e\ 
ports since the country was settled. Provi 
denoe had indeed come to the aid of the 
country, and Preaident Hayes and his abl 
finance minister, John Sherman, had the 
nerve to seize the opportunity. 

Mrs. Hayes died in Fremont in 1880. On 
the day of her funeral tbousanda of per 
sons, many of them in the humbler walks 
of lite, came from the surrounding country 
to pay the last tribute of respect to her 
who had been so uuivt>^^^.•^lly beloved. 
From early moridug until the hour set 
for the obsequi<|K an unending stream of 
visitors poured In through the front door 
of the homesteail t<i take a fare well look 
at the face of the benevolent but decided 
woman who ht^d paused awuj. 

The death of Mrs. Hayivs w ;is a ^ad blow 
to the ex j)resident. He, more than the 
average ni.tti, valued the advice and re 
spectcil the judgment of his wife, but he 
accepted the blow wittxout murmuring and 
resignedly reenmed the even tenor of hii> 
life. 

Mr. Hayes was a man of great benevo 
lence, but he was so unostentatious in dis 
pensio!/ clKirity that few periiuns, e.>:e.'pt 
tbe beueticLarie.s, ever knew of his good 
deeds.

His home on the outskirts of Fremont is 
known as Spiegel Grove, and here foi 
many years there has been dispensed a hos 
pitality which, while almost prodigal in 
its geuero.sity, was never obtrusive oi 
shoNvy. Spiegel (irove was inherited from 
Mr. Hayes' wealthy uncle, Mr. Birchard, 
and was the typical home of a country 
gentleman. There is a beautiful grove in 
the grounds, and the house i.s richly fur 
nished, besides being supplied with one ol 
the best civil war libraries in e.\isten< e. 
The e.\ -president's daughter, .Miss Kanny 
Hayes, presided over tbe alTaini of the 
household after the death of her mother.

.Mr. I'latt j-ielded tn many inteiTup- 
tions, and wa.s therefore unable to finish 
his speech. 

After the passage of several nniiu- 
portant bills, and ait<^r a bocotkI install- 
ment of Mr. PefTer's argunient in favor 
of a constitutional ainendmont limiting 
the presidential oftice to one term, the 
Mcfrarrahan bill was taken up and an 
argument in support of it was made by 
Mr. Wilson, Republican, of Iowa, and 
several others. Upon a vote being taken 
the measure received its death bluw, 
the allirmati/e vote falling eight short 
of the constitutional majority. 

Senator Sherman, from the tinaiuo 
committee, reported a bill to stispetnl 
silver pnrchaaes aft<!r Jan. 1, 18i)l, and 
allow national banks to issne circulat- 
ing notes to the full value of bunds de- 
posited. It was placed on tho calendar. 
This, if pa.ssed. will repeal the Sherman 
act, which authorized the purchase by 
the treasury of 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
per month. Tho free silver men will 
fight tlie repeal by every means in their 
power. 

The senate, at 5:10 p. m., went into 
executive sessioa, aad soon afterwards 

adjourned. 

'The sessioti of tho house was an un- 
interesting one. Work wiia mappeil 
out for the remainder of the week and 
for Tmsday and Wednesday of next 
week, hut beyond tins little wa.s done. 
A few private meastires were passed 
and a coinmitti'e on the judiciary 
having, nnder a prior order, the right 
cif way, called up some bills of secondary 
iujiiortance.

train on the Santa Fe railroad jumped 
the track and went over the bank near 
the Des Moines river bridge yesterday 
The sleepers and the dining car caught 
fire from orertomed stores and were 
burned. A waiter was killed and six 
passengers were injured. 

The accident was caused by a broken 
rail at a point two miles west of this 
place, at 6:15 o'clock yesterday moru' 
ing.. The loss of rolling stock is very 
great. The Santa Fe omdals had the 
injured removed to Fort liadison 
twenty-two miles from the scene of the 
wreck, and there they are securing the 
best possible medical assistance.

Thewi^ed train was the first sec- 
tion of the limited No. 8, in charge of 
Conductor Woodward and Engmeer 
FuTse.

a feature which is an essential one in this 
particular inquiry. '^In tlwse instances 
we hsTe fopplied' the deficiency with 
such figures as a careful surrey of all the 
information available seems to justify. 
With referenoeto the lasgeir oenteni we 
have had quite an extensive correspond- 
ence, and it is. interesting to note* that a 
wider range of lestimates has been re- 
ceived from Various points in the West 
than- from Chicago, where the expecta- 
tion is that the Janaary and February 
receipts of' hogawiU not greatly vary from 
1,100,000, which compare with 1,653,000 
lafit year. 

"The returns now received confirm the 
approximate aeenracy pf the weekly esti- 
mates previously for points from which 
reports were not regularly received. With 
careful sanrey of probebiUtiee eonoeming 
the limited portion from which definite 
informatiuu is not now available the indi- 
cated total packing, since November 1 is 
3,080,000 hogs, compared with 6,210,000 a 
year ago, making a deficiency of 2,130,000. 
This exhibit implies that thcseanon thus 
far has fallen 41 per cent* below the num- 
ber of 'hogs handled la con^ponding 
time last year. 

" Tlxia rate of decrease is not reflected 
ia the estimates for the remaiaing por- 
tion of the winter, but the shortage will 
continue of, strikinif proportions. As 
near as we ean int» » p i «e»<jte arailsblo hi- 
formation it does not justify the view- 
that the total for the four months ending 
March 1 will be more than approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 hogs, compared with last 
season's total of 7,761,000. This implies 
aboat 25 per cent decrease for the re- 
mainitig portion of the season, and about 
2G per 6ent decrease in number for the 
entire four months. 

"The total packing the past week has 
been approximately 200,000 hogs, com- 
pared with 240,000 the i>revioaM week, 
and 580,000 for oorrespouding time last 
year. The Western paekiag last season 
for the remaining portion of the season 
was 2,650,000 hugs, and there is no indi 
cation now that it will exvaai^t/OOOiOOO 
for thi.'( period this season. 

"iThe hog market has been sharply 
advanced the past week,' closing some- 
what below the extreme point reached, 
but averaging about 65 cents per 100 
l<uunda higher than a week ago, the gen-

Chicago, Jnn. 18.— The beaatifol 
home of the Calamot club at Twentieth 
and Michigan aventie, wat totally d«* 
Rtroyed by fire last night abont 
o'clock, and it is feared that on* life 
was lost. Nothing now rMnains of th« 
splondid edifice except jn^ged brick 
walls risiiif; at fnuiio points as liiRh ne 
the filth htory and at othrrs having 
caved in iieuiiy to the level of the side- 
Walk. 

So snddon was the fire in its progress 
that scarcely any of the effects m the 
club were saved. Not ono of the many 
beautiful paintings which adorned its 
walls was taken from the buildinir. The 
twenty-odd members of the club who 
resided there lost all their personal prop- 
erty, and Bonje of them were forced to 
leave tho building in a very hurried 
manner. 

It is estimated that the loss, including 
that of the many valuable pictures and 
other famitnre of the elegant hooae. 
«mr«»eli 1800.000, with |S50,000 in- 
coranoe. 

The fire was discovered by one of the 
employes of the house in Room 12, 
which was unoccupied and was undor- 
gcdng repairs. Carpenters had beim at 
work there all day, and it is anpposed 
that the fire Htarfcd in some shavings 
they had li^ft. The alarm was given, 
and sereral members of the club, who 
were in the reception room at the time, 
at once gave their attention to rescning 
some ct the valuable pictures, but ao 
quick was the spread of the fiames and 
so dense the smolce that preceded them 
that they were forced to give np the at- 
tempt and flee for their lives. 

Tne greatest excitement was occa- 
aioned among the servants, sixteen of 
whom roomed on the fifth floor. Two 
of the girls, Eittie McCabe and Maggie 
Devitt, were ill, and in consequence 
were in bed when tho alarm was given. 
The girls attempted to dress, but the 
fiames drove them out, and in the dense 
smoke thf y tried to grope their way 
down tlio stairs. Miss Devitt was pain- 
fully bnnied about the hands and face, 
and wh. n yhe reached the ground floor, 
clad only in her night dress, her face 
was almost black from smoke. 

Her companion, Miss McCabe, was 
not seen by any one and it is feared that 
she failed to reach the ground in safety. 
Miss Devitt said of her at the hospital 
last night: "Kittie was unable to dress, 
bnt started after me down the stairway. 
I looked back several times and called 
for her to come on, but the last time she 
seemed to be enveloped in flames, and 
that was the last I saw of her." 

The firemen responded to the call, bnt 
•o rapid was the progress of the flames 
that they were beyond control in a few 
moments of their discovery, and scarce- 
ly had the last inmate left the building 
when the walls began to crumble. Half 
■n hour later nothing hat ft heap of 
■moldng ruins remained. 

Among the valuable works of art, the 
loM of which the club now mourns, was 
the noted painting -'Peacemakers," by 
O. P. A. Hcaley. There was also a por- 
trait of Oeneral Grant by Thomas Lo- 
dair. This waa the last portarait of 
Gtenerol Chraat which was painted, and 
was accoontad rery valoable. 

A sad fatality connected with the fire 
waa the death of Mr. R. R. Redfield, for 
ajrear and a half the clerk of the club. 
Mr. Redfield was overcome by excite- 
ment, cs he left the dnb on the out- 
break of the fire, and sank down ex- 
hausted in front of 2003 Indiana arenue 
as he was proceeding to hii home. A 
dtixen who happened along at that 
moment assistea him into the honse. A 
physician waa summoned, bat Mr. Red- 
neld expired within half an hoar. He 
was subject to heart disease, and it is 
■apposed that the excitement attend- 
ant npoo the fire brought on the at- 
tack. 

CIOARETTE FACTORY BURNED. 

It Was the C t>iir<-ii<-n>i<i "Soidlen Mnmm"

yesterday morning about 0:80 o'clock 
in the dgar^jtte faetory of Allen A- 
Ginter, a branch of the American To- 
bacco comijuny, situated at the comer 
of Seventn and Carey streets. Ilie 
weather was intensely cold. Owing to 
the combustible nature of the hnilding 
and its contents, which consisted of 

Soand tobaOOO, nRper*and paper boxes, 
ellamseepreea'^th frightful rapid- 
ity, and c^mnnicated to Valentine's 
meat juice works and completelv gutted 
the interior, leaving the walla alone 
standing. The origin of the tire is not 
yet known. 

The factory of Allen -A (Mnter was a 
four-story bnok building, and will be 
remembered bv many old Confederate 
soldiers as "soldiers' home" during the 
war. The building was owned bv Dr. 
W. D. Thomas, and was insurea for 
$10,000. Allen & Ginter's loss is esti- 
mated at $170,000: insurance, (168,000. 
Valentine's meat juice works' loes is 
about |00,(X)0; fully covered by insur- 
ance. Messrs. Ginter and John Pope, 
muuibers of the Allen & Ginter compa- 
ny, have between $6,000,000 and $7,000,- 
000 worth of securities in the safe in 
the debris of the burned building.
